Next came the formation of 
the United Diamond Fields of

Now this price was only fair 
if the method of assorting the 
quality of the diamonds re- 
mained the same—which meant 
that the whole future of United 
Diamond Fields depended on 
the fairness with which futur:

The second provision—ulti- 


_| mately the most vital--was 2 


stipulation that the price pay~- 
able by the Syndicate could be 
redirced at the end of any six- 
month period provided an 
auditor's certificate was 
presented to say that the valuc 
of the diamonds In stock and 
unsold had fallen. 


The value of the unsold stock 
was to be priced at the figure 
realised by the Syndicate at ¢he 
last sale preceding the issuc of 
the cortificate. 


Unfortunately for the pros- 
perity of United Diamond Ficlds 
an unexpected find elsewhere In 
the world revealed enormous 
quantities of diamonds — 60 
many that they threatened the 
very existence of the Diamond 
Syndicate. 


Obviously, then, unless the 
Diamond Syndicate could westrict 
the output of diamonds from 
Lichtenberg, where the new 
find was made, and elsewhere, 
the world market might be 
flooded, and the Syndicate 
ruined, 


More diamonds 


And at this moment United 
Diamond Fields were going into 
operation 6o that even more 
diamonds would come into the 
market. : 


However, if the price pald by 
the Syndicate to United Diamond 
Flelds could be reduced, UDF.

The Company had no means 
of checking these figures or

The actual amounts of raw 
materials which the American 
stockpile alms to absorb have 
nlways been and remain a 
closcly-guarded secret. But the 
following Ngures give some idea 
of the extent of this “non- 
commercial” demand which has 
upset the world markets. 

It has boen reported that the 
stockpile hag already absorbed 
400,000 (short) tons of copper. 
It aims to accumulate 2,500,000 
tons—roughly the amount that 
is expected to be produced in 
the whole world during 1950. 
The price of copper has in- 
creased by over 300, percent 
since 1939. 

The stockpile is absorbing tin 
at on annual rate of between 
50,000 and 60,000 tons a year. 
Its aim is to bulld up a stock 
of 250,000 tons—cquivalent- to 
about one and a half years’ pro- 
duction at the present rate. The 
price of tin has increased by 
nearly 1.000 per cent since 199¥.

The stockpile also aims to 
accumulate 3,750,000 tons of 
manganese (2,752,000 tons more 
than it has so far); 1,000,000}, 
tons of rubber (equal to more’ 
than half the total estimated 
world production of 1950); and 
to add 10,000,000 lbs of tungsten 
to {ts present reserves of 47,- 
000,000 Ibs.
